is ſeldom reſerved upon any leſs Eſtate than an Eſtate 
of Inheritance. Heriot Cuſtom is that Heriot which 
is never due upon ſpecial Reſervation, but is challenged 
upon ſome particular Cuſtom, and is uſually paid upon 
an Eſtate for Life, or for Years, as well as upon an 
Eſtate of Inheritance,

Relief is a certain Sum of Money, which every Free- 


holder payeth unto his Lord, being at full Age, at the 
Death of his Anceſtor. It is the Key, which opens 


the Gate to give the Heir free Paſſage to the Poſſeſſion 


of his Inheritance; for by Payment thereof he relieves, 
and as it were raiſeth up his Lands again, after they 
were fallen down. AE TEA | 

There is Relief Service, and Relief Cuſtom : Relief 
Service is that which is paid upon the Death of any 
Freeholder ; Relief Cuſtom is that which is paid upon 
the Death of any Freeholder, Change or Alienation 


of any Freehold, according to the Cuſtom of the Place. 
In many Places it is a Year's Profit of the Lands, and 


in many other Places but Half a Year's Profit. 
For Heriots, Reliefs or Amerciaments the Lord may 


either diſtrain, or bring an Action of Debt, at his 


Election. | 


Amerciament is a pecuniary Puniſhment for any 


Offence committed by the Tenant againſt the Lord of 
any Manor. It is a certain Sum of Money impoſed 


upon the Tenant * the Steward, by the Oath and 


Preſentment of the Homage, for the Breach of any By- 
Law made either for the Benefit of the whole King- 
dom, or for the Benefit of themſelves; or for Default 
of doing Suit, or for other Miſdemeanors puniſhable 
by the ſame Court; and it taketh its Name from being 


in the Lord's Mercy to be inflicted, more or leſs, at 


his Will and Pleaſure. : 
t 
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It differs from a Fine in the following Reſpects: 
Whoſoever is fin'd may lawfully be impriſon'd ; but 
whoſoever is amerced cannot, Amerciaments are inci- 
dent unto Courts Baron, as well as unto Courts Leet; 
and Fines are never incident to any Courts Baron, but 
to Courts Leet only, or other Courts of Record. Amer- 
ciaments are incident unto every Manor whatſoever ; 
but Fines are incident to ſome few Manors only, Of- 
fences committed out of Court, of which the Stewards 
by no Poſſibility can have Cognizance without the Pre- 
ſentment of the Homage, the Power of impoſing Puniſh- 
ments for them in ſuch Caſes appertaineth to the Jurors 
of the Leet, and not unto the Steward : And thefe Pu- 
niſhments thus inflited are termed Amerciaments, 

Offences committed in the Court, or elſewhere, of 
which the Steward can take ſufficient Notice without 
the Aſſiſtance of the Homage, are puniſhed by the 
Steward, not by the Jurors; and theſe Puniſhments 
thus impoſed are termed Fines, 

All Amerciaments muſt be affeered by the Homage, 
but Fines impoſed by the Steward are not. 

All Amerciaments and Fines are to be impoſed with 
Diſcretion and Moderation, according to the Nature 
of the Offence committed. | 

Preſentment is a Denunciation of the Jurors (with _ 

out any Information) of an Offence inquirable in the , 
Court whereunto it is preſented, 

A Copyholder cannot in any Action real implead, 
or be impleaded, in any other Court but in the Lord's 
Court, for or concerning his Copyhold ; but in Actions 
that are merely perſonal, he may ſue or be ſued at the 
Common Law. | 


Preſentments of Gurrenderh out of Court (which Preſentments. 
may be taken by the Steward, according to the Cuſtom, 
in the Preſence of two cuſtomary-Tenants, tho' Ad- 
mittances may not be made out of Court but by the 
Lord himſelf) are to be preſented at the- next Court 
after the Surrender taken, and is to be done by the 
ſame Perſons as took the Surrender, in all Points ma-

Place, Perſons and Things, wherein it is concerned. 
A good Cuſtom muſt be grounded on Antiquity, 
Continuance, Certainty and Reaſon. Antiquity ; for 
that it has been Time out of Mind, or ſixty Years, 
as limited by Statute ; Time out of Mind is where no 
Man then living hath heard or known any Proof to 
the contrary, Continuance; Cuſtom ought to have 


Continuance without Interruption Time out of Me- 
mory, for if it be diſcontinued Time within Memory, 


the Cuſtom is gone. Cuſtom muſt be certain, becauſe 
an uncertain Thing may not be continued Time out of 
Memory; and Cuſtom muſt be reaſonable, and not 
againſt common Right, or purely againſt the Law of 
the Land, eſpecially the Statute Law; tho* in ſome 
Caſes a Cuſtom may not be unreaſonable which is

A Cuſtom which is contrary to the publick Good, 


er injurious to a Multitude, and beneficial only to 
ſome particular Perſon, is repugnant to the Law of 
Reaſon, and conſequently void. 

All Cuſtoms ſhall in Conſtruction be taken ſtrictly, 
and ſhall not extend beyond the Words of it. 


A Cuſtom never extendeth to a Thing newly cre- 


ated ; but what may be claimed by Preſcription may 
be good by Cuſtom ; and what may have Commence- 
ment by Grant may be claimed by Preſcription. 

If the Lord of a Manor is ſeized of an ancient Co- 
pyhold by Forfeiture, or by Eſcheat, and lets the fame 
at Will, without Copy, for divers Years; this is not 
any Interruption of the cuſtomary Nature of the Land, 
but that the Lord may grant it again by Copy. 

Now I have given you a ſhort Account of every 
Thing relating to Court Keeping and Copyholds, ac- 
cording to Law and Cuſtom ; I ſhall cloſe this Intro- 
duction with a very good Cuſtom of a Manor at 
large, as preſented on Oath by the Tenants, in a Ma-
